well-balanced 


meals to your family. The suggest- 
ed preservation plan for fruits and 
fruit juices is 30 quarts per .per- 
son in the family. To decide 
the 


amount for your family, multiply 
the number in your family by 30 
(counting.only'1% this amount or 15 
quarts for children under 6). Al- 
low a few extra quarts for guests. 


From a bushel of good fruit y,ou 


should.be able 
to get about 18 


quarts. You .will have much higher 
quality, 
products if you sort the 


peaches for ripeness 
before you 


start to preserve 
them. For best 


results different 
peach products 


requires different degrees of ripe- 
ness.in peaches. Soft the fruit into 
three groups: soft 
or over-ripe, 


ripe, and under-ripe, The over-ripe 
or soft 
peaches are 
good for 


making 
peach butter, puree, 
or 


sauce. The ripe fruit is suitable for 
canning or freezing or drying. The 
under-ripe fruit is ideal for making 
peach preserves and for pickling. 


Below are extension methods re- 


commended for canning, freezing 
and drying peaches> 


Canning 
Select .firm, smooth tree-ripened 


peaches, and wash thoroughly. Re- 
move the skins by paring or by 
dipping the peaches 
into boiling 


water for 1 minute, then into cold 
water to loosen the skins. Remove 
the seed.
